NFCUS Confe rence Set 
For Mc Gill Oct 1 2 to 16 

All Students Invited To Sit In On Meetings 
Important Topics For Discussion 



The Executive Commltte of 
NFCUS will arrive lvcre this Sat- 
urday to proptro for the annual 
NFCUS Conference) to be hold at 
McGill from October 12 to 16. 

NFCUS, the National Federa- 
tion of Canadian Unlvorslty Slu- 
donts, was founded in 1020 and 
at present It represents the stu- 
ilonts of 23 universities from 
coast to ocast. Kach of these uni- 
versities sends a delegation to 
the annual Conference, one dele- 
cute usually being the President 
of the Students' Society on his 
campus. The 1953 meeting should 
have one of the largest attend- 
ances ever, slnco the Student 
Christian .Movement, Canadian 
Hospital Association, United Nu- 
lions Economic, Social nnd Cul- 
tural Organization (UNESCO) 
and the United Nations Associa- 
tion of Canada nre all sending 
representatives, 

MAIN ISSUES 

The main issues or this Con- 
ference will be 1US membership, 
the Russian student exchange, a 
proposed ralso in NFCUS fees 
and the question of a permanent 
President. 

The International Union of Stu- 
dents (IUS) was founded in 1946 
and since then has becomo in- 
creasingly Communist dominated. 
The national Student Unions of 
most Western nations either never 
joined the organization in the 
first place or else have, since 
dropped out. NFCUS has never 
been a member of IUS, although 
It has sent official observers to 
many IUS international confer- 
ences, 

FlItST TIM K 

Tho question of joining is now 
being raised because an Associate 
Membership is for the first time 
available by which a country can 
remain a member of the Union 
and still dlsassoclato itself from 
any specific action or resolution 
of tho Union. 

Those opposed to affiliation 
with IUS point out that its rec- 
ord In the past has shown that 
it is virtually Impossible for West- 
ern national groups to work with 
It. On the other hand those fav- 
ouring membership feel that it 
is vitally important that NFCUS 
not cut itself oft from tho IUS

and that It take out Associate 
Membership. Many non-Commun- 
ist student groups from colonial 
and dependent countries have n 
high regard for tho IUS. If NF- 
CUS were to drop out or It, this 
action might be interpreted as a 
"lack of desire to co-operate and 
a lack of concern for tho prob- 
lems of International student af- 
fairs," to quote a report of the 
1952 meeting of IUS. 

SCM CONFERENCE 
Tho Student Christian Move- 
ment ol Canada, at Its annual 
Conference held recently recom- 
mended closer association with 
IUS. This recommendation was 
based on the reports of three 
SCM observers to last summer's 
IUS meeting. Charles M. Taylor, 
a McGill graduate and Rhodes 
Scholar studying at Oxford, was 
one of these observers and also 
represented NFCUS at the meet- 
ing. His report of It and his re- 
commendations will be read to 
the NFCUS Council. 

Another issue certain (o come 
up at the Conference is t lie Rus- 
sian Student Exchange Tour. It 
has been proposed that 12 to 15 
Russian students be Invited to 
make a three week coaBt to coast 
tour of Canadian universities and 
that 1Î to 15 Canadian students 
make a reciprocal visit to the 
USSR.

CRITICISM 
Critics of the plan say that It 
would accomplish nothing since 
the Russians would undoubtedly 
be hand picked for their strong 
Communist loyalty and would be 
unimpressed by Canadian youth. 
Such a tour could harm the poli- 
tical reputations of Canadian stu- 
dents participating. Proponents of 
(he plan recall tho fact that suc- 
cessful exchanges were arranged 
between Russian and both Eng- 
lish and Norwegian students, and 
that three U.S. college uewspapcr 
editors are at present making an 
Iron Curtain tour. 

East year surveys showed that 
a majority or Canadian students 
were In favour or tho plan. How 
ever, when tho matter was 
brought up at tho 1952 Confer 
ence, three universities threaten- 
ed to secede from NFCUS If the 
tour was approved, so it was 
dropped. 

FEE RAISE 

A proposed raise in per capita 
Ices will be another major Issue 
nt this year's Conference. The 
fee raise, if it Is passed, will mean 
that students In all tho member 
universities of NFCUS will pay 
f 1 .00 each to that organization 
Instead or the present 20(. 

Opponents or tho Tec hike in- 
clude the Students' Executive 
Council or McGill University, 
which decided In session last week 
to vote against tho raise. The 
SEC feels that $1.00 is excessive, 
that NFCUS Is not at present giv- 
ing returns proportionate to the 
size of its fees and that a raise 
In dues would not necessarily 
mean greater returns from tho 
Federation, as backers of the plan 
claim. One member of lie McGill 
Council stated that raising NF- 
CUS fees would bo llk 0 "bolting 
on a losing lwrse." 

RAISE DEFEATED 
Last year the raise was defeat- 
ed at the Conference and as a 
result tho University of Montreal 
seceded from the organization. 
University of Montreal delegates 
will attend tho Conference this 
year as observers only, but will 
rejoin the Federation If the fee 
ralso is passed. 

The appointment of a perma- 
nent president for NFCUS will 
be another matter discussed at 
tlie 1953 Conference. Tho propos- 
al is that tho Federation's chief 
executive be salaried and take a 
year off from college In order 
to devote his full time to NFCUS. 
This Is primarily a question of 
finance. 

OTHER TOPICS 
Otlkcr mailers to come up for 
discussion this year are: the NF- 
CUS attempts to gain rail fare 
reductions for students; reduc- 
tions in textbook prices; exemp- 
tion from unemployment insuran- 
ce payments for students who 
work during the summers; and 
Federal aid in the form or schol- 
arships. 

McGill will be represented at 
tho Conference by James Robb, 
President of ihc Students' Society, 
and Hrinn Goodwin, Chairman of 
the NFCUS Committee, as dele- 
gates and Peter Slater nnd Michel 
Gerln-Lajoic as observers.

Issue Evaded 



A'cursory reading of the headlines of 
Tuesday's papers might have led the un- 
BUpecting to conclude that democracy was 
given a boost by the decision of the Supre- 
me Court of Canada allowing the Witnes- 
sés of Jehova to distribute their literature 
on the streets of Quebec. This, however, 
is not the case. Although the principle of 
religious freedom has been strengthened, 
an even more important problem has been 
left obscured, as far as we can tell from 
newspaper reports. 

We feel that it is very dangerous to 
go out on a limb in criticising the Supreme 
Court before we have had a chance to 
examine the official reports of the case, 
but because of the current interest in the 
problem there are several questions which 
must be asked, and asked now. 

First of all, let us examine the back- 
ground to the case: A by-law of the City 
of Quebec requires that any distributor 
of printed matter on the streets apply for 
a licence. The chief of police of the district 
has complete discretion at to who shall 
receive this licence. A few years ago,, 
Saumer, a Witness propagandist, was ar- 
rested for distributing pamphlets without 
this permission. 

The case was brought before the Sup- 
reme Court, and Saumer pleaded not guil- 
ty because for (1) the city has no right 
to force people to apply for licence of this 
sort, and (2) even if ti did, the law does 
not apply to the Witnesses. 

The court was split wide open. Four 
judges felt the by-law was valid, and 
four felt that it was not. The ninth judge 
on the panel, whose views were not report- 
ed too clearly in the press, seems to have 
equivocated on the validity of the by-law, 
but felt that whether it was valid or not, 
it did not have any effect upon the Wit- 
nesses of Jehova, as they are a religious 
sect. 

What does this decision mean? Only 
one thing is certain; the Witnesses may 
preach their gospel by means of leaflets 
undisturbed. But that is about the only 
thing we can be sure about. Whether 
religious groups have a generally prefered 
position in our law, is still a debatable 
point, as only one judge granted the de- 
cision on that basis. 

The other point (and the more impor- 
tant one, to our way of thinking) is the 
question of the validity of this oppressive 
by-law. Four judges said it was the law 
of the land, four others were of a contrary 



opinion, and one hedged. Is it law? no one 
knows. And if it is a law, to what other 
groups, besides religious sects, does the 
exception apply? Apparently, no clear ans- 
wer to these questions came from the 
Supreme Court. 

The Importance of the power that the 
by-law in question gives to local govern- 
ments cannot be overestimated. Under its 
terms, the chief of police is made virtual 
dictator and censor over what the people 
may read (and hence think) in his com- 
munity. In this age, when the organs 
of mass communication are very expensi- 
ve, the right to distribute pamphlets and 
leaflets in the public streets for any 
minority group whose funds are limited 
but whose spirit is strong. The right to 
stifle this means of expression is fitting 
to a dictatorship, and certainly not to a 
minor functionary in a democratic state. 
In the words of Justice Rand (minority 
report) : 

i "... a more objectionable inter- 
ference, short of complete sup- 
pression, with that dissemination 
which is the 'breath of life' of the 
political institutions of this coun- 
try than that made possible by 
the by-law can scarcely be ima- 
gined." 

Even although religious groups have 
been excluded from this rule, the effects 
of this law can be far reaching in Quebec. 
The attitude of the poilce towards those 
on opposition to the powers that be is 
notorious — the memory of the Asbestos 
and Louiseville strikes is still fresh in 
all our minds. 

Politically, it can mean the death of 
freedom in Quebec. Already we have seen 
one hint of it, when the police depart- 
ment of Montreal phoned the provincial 
offices of the C.C.F. to inform them 
(even though the C.C.F. had not inquired) 
that a scheduled public meeting with M. J. 
Coldwell, during the federal elections was 
all right. Imagine the consequences if the 
unrequested decision had been in the re- 
verse ! 

Unless there is a greater clarification 
of the law in the official judgements of 
the Supreme Court, we will be forced to 
await a second trial on the validity of 
this by-law. Until that second decision is 
made, and it may take years, there is 
no way of telling if the phrase "freedom 
of expression" is anything but a mockery 
in Quebec.

Warsaw Congress

"Associate membership in the IUS" is a term that has 
been bandied around a lot recently. The Daily has been giv- 
ing an explanatipn of what the IUS — the International 
Union of Students — is and what it stands for. Since the 
NFCUS Council will discuss their relation to the IUS next 
week, this series of articles is a must for those who like to 
be in the know — and it is pretty worthwhile for the rest 
of us, too. 

I attended the IUS Third World Student Congress in 
Warsaw this summer, in a delegation of four Canadians. 
Clinrlos Taylor (H.A. Mctilll) 



presenting NKCUS, John I.offt re- 
presenting the Toronto SAC, and 
llarbara Grant and myself repre- 
senting tho Student Christian 
Movement of Canada. The Ilrllisii, 
who don't face the financial prob- 
lem of crossing an ocean, had 
seventy there — twenty-two on 
their National Union of Students 
delegation. The Canadian delega- 
tion was financed, In the case of 
Taylor,» by tho NKCUS; In my 
case, by about sixty personal 
friends, and In the other cases, 
by prlvnte means. Kor a student 
body as traditionally Internation- 
ally conscious as Canada's, this Is 
a small delegation for any Inter- 
national student conference. 

The' Congress worked Just ab- 
out like nny congress would, with 
plenary sessions and smaller com- 
missions where most of the work 
was thrashed out. It discussed 
various topics for six days, made 
a lot of policy statements, and a 
lot of plans for sports events, con- 
ferences, summer camps, exchan- 
ges, sanitorla, and so forth. 
REPRESENTATION 
Représentai Ion at the Con- 
gress was i|lllto good. Of the 
major nrens of the world, only 
Africa, North America, and 
Australia were |M>orly represent- 
ed. Resides the nntionnl unions

American mistrust. The reason for such a 
state of affairs is not the American wealth- 
but the American attitude and the motives. 
For example, Canada extends help but 
American Politician changes his opinion too 
frequently and he thinks that he. is always 
correct. He thinks that he alone knows what 
is to be done any time and anywhere. The 
English and Canadian representatives to UN 
have recently made clear that such attitude 
has got to be given up if wc sincerely believe 
in building a better world. 

The India students Association referred 
to the Canadian .Students as 'Cultural Am- 
bassadors' to India and hopes that Canada 
and India will come closer and closer. This 
is the time when wc must look beyond our 
noses.

of nil the communis! countries, 
who were represented ley dele, 
gates, lite major nntionnl uni- 
ons of utmost every Asian 
country except I'aki.stan had 
delegates. .Most of the near 
east and most of tlic national 
unions of western countries 
were represented, including En- 
gland, Scotland, France, all of 
Srnndlnnvin, nnd Cnnnda. And 
lioth Finland nnd tho Cîold 
Coast had delegates since they 
are members. It is difficult to 
deternilno how representative 
were the students from South 
America, because ench country 
has several "nntionnl" unions, 
enrli claiming to represent all 
the students anil each using n 
genernl name, hut at least eve- 
ry country was represented. 
Since the 109G participants in 
the Congress were pretty repre- 
sentative of world student opin- 
ion, the discussion was vigorous 
at all times, and resulted In de- 
cisions that showed the modifica- 
tion of different points of view. 
In the commission I was In, for 
example, the final resolution on 
exchanges Included tho sugges- 
tions of many western participants 
that more emphasis bo placed on 
Individual travel, seminars, nnd 
year exchanges such as the ex- 
change - scholarship Inaugurated 
this year between Norway and 
the USSR. 

WESTERN UNIONS 
Tho représentai Ives of western 
unions, notably France, England. 
Scotland and Canada, severely 



criticized the IUS for partisan 
moves, but all stated that there 
were many posslblo areas of co- 
operation between them nnd the 
IUS. 

The criticisms were based main 
ly- on tho points of difference 
brought out last summer in meet- 
ings with IUS. These are summar- 
ized as four in a report to the 
SC.M mado by Us observers to 
IUS last year, Charles Taylor and 
Sheila McDonough. 

The first point was the ex- 
pulsion of tho Yugoslav union 
of students several years ago. 
Western unions think that the 
Yugoslavs should ho invited lo 
participate lu IUS. Yugoslavia 
was invited, for the first tlmo 
since expulsion, to tho Warsaw 
meeting this stimuler, luit refus- 
ed on tho grounds that the in- 
vitation rame too Into — twen- 
ty dnys before the Congress. 
The second point was editorial 
policy of IUS publications, which 
wo of the west said was too one- 
sided to represent world student 
opinion. This year the IUS passed 
a resolution offering advisory- 
seats on the editorial boards of 
IUS publications to non-member 
student unions in order to ensure 
a wider representation of all stud- 
ent views. 

MEMBERSHIP 

Thirdly, wo claimed that the 
membership policy of the IUS was 
unconstitutional, since there were 
many organizations that belonged 
that were not national student 
unions. This point was clarified 
at tho Warsaw congress when It 
was pointed out that as soon as 
a national union becomes a mem- 
ber of the IUS, any organizations 
In that country affiliated with IUS 
automatically lose their member 
ship status and are thenceforth 
represented through their natlonai 
union. 

MINORITY OPINION 
The Inst point was IUS sqnel- 
ehlng of minority opinions by 
procedural tricks. There was no 
evidence nt nil or squelching 
techniques in tills congress, and 
wo were given every opportun- 
ity to express our points of 
view on every body of I lie con- 
gress from praesidium to com- 
mittee meetings. The standing 
rules adopted nt the beginning 
of tiie congress were strictly ad- 
hered to through all sessions. 
Tho main policy change In the 
IUS Is summed up in the amend- 
ment to the constitution introduc- 
ing a new category of associate 
membership In which the member 
union may accept limited obliga- 
tions to IUS In return for limited 
right?, both to be fixed by an 
agreement between tho IUS and 
the associate member union. This 
would allow unions who have some 
reservations on total IUS policy 
to co-operalc In those areas which 
were of benerit lo students in all 
countries. The National Union of 
Students of England, Wales, and 
Northern Ireland has already be- 
gun to negotiate for such mem- 
bership, and It Is likely that sev- 
eral other western unions will do 
tho same in the near future. 
NFCUS AND IUS 
Whether or not NFCUS takes 
advantage of this status of mem- 
bership will depend on the coun- 
cil meeting next week. Tho Stud- 
ent Christian Movement of Can-

When Moscow Qets À Cold,..

The question o f whether 
NFCUS should affiliate with n 
Communist - dominated Interna- 
tional Union of StudentB Is not n 
new one. It has been the concern 
or each successive gcnerntlon v.* 
student leaders slnco 19-1 G when 
I.U..S. was born. The reason for 
hesitancy goes far beyond the 
fact Hint this organization Is 
Communist-dominated, for Cana- 
dian students nro not usually ad- 
ve.b'e to exposing themselves to 
IUS assemblies regularly since 
Its Inception. They have always 
recommended non-af filiation. 

Two years ago, NFCUS pre- 
sented a thlrteen-polnt program- 
me which IUS would have to ful- 
fill before wo could consider 
membership. I believe this was a 
sound nnd reasonable programme 
demanding a barn minimum of 
good faith and constitutional in- 
tegrity. Among others theso pro- 
posals included: 

1. A gnu run ten that Wesl- 
cm delegates should receive the 
respect nnd recognition that 
nny nntionnl delegate deserves. 
Our observers had hnd to en- 
duro nnnic-cnlllng, Insult and 
political discrimination when- 
ever they wished to spenk. 

-. A guarantee that the 
I'ress nnd Information Depart- 
ment wold desist from vilifying 
Western nations mid using 
their facilities for the dishon- 
est purpose! of disseminating 
emotional anti-Western propa- 
ganda. 

8. A guarantee that only of- 
ficial rcpronscntntlvcs should 
bo given delegate status, nnd 
Mint splinter group represent- 
atives bo discredited; le. only 
students officially represent- 
ing nntionnl unions. 

4. A demand that Yugosla- 
via bo readmitted into the 
IUS If she wnnts to Join. Yu- 
goslavia was ousted as soon as 
Tito broke with tho Kremlin — 
another indication that when 
"Moscow gets a cold tho It's 
sneezes." This demand was n 
test of good faith, but was 
turned down by the IUS on se- 
veral occasions. (It seems 
amusing (though Irrelevant) to 
note that this typo of political 
bias Is the very thing with 
which tho Russians accuse tho 
U.N. In tho case of Red China.) 

ft. A guarantee of ndeqiinln 
representation and nn ndcqunlo 
voice In nil IUS departments. 
These nro only a few of the 
difficulties that must be over- 
como beforo wo could affiliate 
with IUS. As Canndlan students 
wo should want contact with nnd 
an exchange of Ideas belweon stu- 
dents throughout tho world, es- 
pecially In view of tho present 
East-West tension. Hut such rap- 
port Is Impossible ns long as the 
IUS persists as n politically orient- 
ated organization dedicated to the 
fulfillment of Moscow's whims. 
I.lttlo could bo accomplished 
within nn organization that listen- 
ed to Western delegates only 
when tho current powers de- 
creed "co-exlstenco". It is diffi- 
cult for a Western delegate to 
nttend such congresses while tho 
IUS news bulletin refers to his 
countrymen ns "war-mongers and

(Continued front page 2) 
ada, whose national council met 
three weeks ago In London, has 
forwarded a statement to NFCUS 
giving Its reasons for supporting 
such a move. In this statement the 
SCM outlines Its belief In the 
brotherhood of men under God 
and Its consequent concern for the 
removal of the barriers hamper- 
ing Individual contact In the 
world today. It believes that 
N'FCUS acceptance of such a sta 
tus of membership In the IUS 
could further the understanding 
of real areas of difference and 
thus help to remove those bar- 
riers. 

On the basis of the change in 
IUS attitude toward western 
unions at the past Congress, the 
NFCUS observer, Charles Taylor, 
Is recommending that NFCUS be 
gin negotiations for associate 
membership In the IUS. It wc are 
to take seriously our responsibil- 
ity as students toward a world 
where division based on Ignorance 
Is a problem of prime Importance 
there is a possibility of pos 
Itlvo achievement In this area 
Associate membership should be 
a topic of discussion for all stud- 
ents, and their voices should be 
heard In the NFCUS conference 
next week.
